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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. 

Claims 1, 3 and 5, line 2, and claims 11 and 12, line 3, the phrase "inorganic thin film" 
renders claims indefinite. What is thin? Thin compared to what? Up to what thickness of 
inorganic film it is considered as thin film. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
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claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 1-10 and 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Morihara et al (JP 06-016848). 

Morihara et al discloses a gas barrier film comprising a plastic film such as polyethylene 
terephthalate coated with a mixture of silicon oxide, magnesium oxide and sodium silicate. 
Morihara et al disclose amount of sodium silicate from 0.1 to 10 wt% (Abstract). Morihara et al 
do not disclose inorganic film treated with a solution of sodium silicate. However treating 
inorganic film with the recited solution is considered as a process step which does not bear 
patentable weight in determining patentability of claimed product. Limitations such as clamed 
amounts of ion concentration per 1 .0 square meter and claimed ion ratios are deemed to be 
inherent properties unless shown otherwise. In an event, claimed ratios are not an inherent 
properties, a person of ordinary skill in the art would have found it obvious to vary composition 
of the coating to vary physical and chemical properties. 

7. Claims 1 1 and 12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
